Vnd.  25  percent  will  go  into  a fund  for  future  disasters.

Jo  \nn  Met  ndice  mov  ed  and  Hans  Hasser  seconded  the  resolution.  Motion  passed  by  v oice  vote  and  the 

crowd  rose  for  a minute  of  silence 
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dill  Gray  then  presented  the  following: 

Whereas,  the  blizzard  of  December  2006  killed  thousands  of  cattle  and  cost  millions  of  dollars  to 
producers,  and 

Whereas,  the  USDA  does  not  have  a plan  to  deal  with  a disaster  of  this  nature, 

1 herctore  be  it  resolved,  Bent  Prowers  Cattle  & Horse  Growers  Association  requests  the  USDA  to 
develop  a plan  that  considers  livestock  and  financial  losses,  including  crop  losses,  in  the  case  of  a catastrophic 
blizzard,  ice  storm  or  wild  fire.  Specifically,  USDA  should  consider  the  following. 

♦ Grazing  seasons  often  include  times  when  grass  is  not  in  a growth  stage,  for  instance,  winter  grazing. 

♦C  rop  loss  should  include  instances  of  the  grass  being  covered  with  snow  or  ice  at  a depth  where 
livestock  can  not  utilize  the  grass  tor  extended  periods  of  time. 

♦l  imely  assistance  that  can  be  applied  at  the  time  of  the  disaster. 

James  “Red”  Heath  moved  and  Steve  McEndree  seconded  to  approve  the  resolution.  Through  a friendly 
amendment,  the  word  “grass"  was  changed  to  “grass  &/or  forage"  throughout  the  resolution.  As  changed, 
motion  passed  by  voice  vote.

There  were  no  nominations  from  the  floor.  Steve  McEndree  moved  and  Bruce  Fickenscher  seconded  to 
accept  the  director  slate  by  acclamation.  Motion  passed  by  voice  vote. 

The  officer  slate  of  Susan  Russell,  secretary/treasurer;  Ron  O'Neal,  second  vice  president;  Mike  Dutton. 
Ijjirst  vice  president  and  Jo  Ann  McEndree,  president  was  presented.  Hans  Hasser  moved  and  Milton  Rink 
Seconded  to  close  nominations  and  elect  Susan  Russell  as  secretary  by  acclamation.  Motion  passed.  Steve 
McEndree  moved  and  Hans  Hasser  seconded  to  close  nominations  and  elect  Ron  O’Neal  as  second  vice 
president  by  acclamation.  Motion  passed.  Hans  Hasser  moved  and  Milton  Rink  seconded  to  close  nominations 
and  elect  Mike  Dutton  as  first  vice  president  by  acclamation.  Motion  passed.  Ron  O'Neal  moved  and  Timy 
Trosper  seconded  to  close  nominations  and  elect  Jo  Ann  McEndree  as  president  by  acclamation.  Motion  passed. 

In  further  new  business,  Bill  Gray  discussed  a prairie  dog  protection  effort  being  initiated  by  animal  rights 
groups.  Colo.  Cattleman’s  Assoc,  is  asking  local  affiliates  to  provide  financial  support  to  fight  this  protected 
status.  Gray  challenged  Bent-Prowers  Cattlemen  members  to  come  up  with  SI 000  to  go  to  the  CCA  fund. 

The  Colo.  Brand  Board  vacancy  was  discussed.  Mike  Dutton  moved  and  Lori  Chase  seconded  that  Bent- 
Prowers  Cattlemen  write  a letter  of  recommendation  to  place  Harold  Yoder  on  the  brand  board.  Motion  passed. 

The  business  meeting  was  declared  adjourned  at  5:30  p.m.  and  immediately  was  followed  by  the  cowboy  punch 
bowl.  The  banquet  and  cowboy  ball  rounded  out  the  evening.
